yond the alloted three score years 
and ten, and that, with the coming 
of the last shadows, had gone on as 
quietly as he had lived, to leave be- 
hind him not one word or thought 
except those that denote love, re- 
spect and admiration for a sturdy 
character. 


A prayer was offered by Rev. 


Harry G. Earle of the Methodist 
church, and two songs, always linked 
with pioneer memories and with the 
old order of staunch Christianity, 
"Abide With Me" and "Lead Kindly 
Light," were sung by Mrs. Charlotte 
Naftel and Edward Sprotte, accom- 
panied by Alec Anderson at the pipe 
organ. A short sermon was given 
by Rev. Alfred O. Elliott of the Co- 
vina Presbyterian church, which was 
replete with praise and reminis- 
cences, but the actual eulogy, as the 
pastor said, will be in the thoughts 
of all who associated with him down 
thru the long years when he was 
helping to make a magnificent or- 
chard paradise of this valley that he 
first saw as an illimitable plain of 
sage and cactus and sunflowers.

Comes in With 
Good Water Flow 


J. Frank Kendall, rancher, chief 


of the Covina fire department and 
city councilman, has just completed 
a new irrigating well on. his prop- 
erty on what is known as the old 
Hancock place, northwest corner of 
Grand avenue and Badillo street. 


The well was drilled to a depth 


of 406 feet, with a sixteen-inch cas- 
ing, and is new Dumping forty-five 
inches of water, with the flow stead- 
ily increasing, it was reported this 
week. 


The drillers struck seventeen feet 


of fine water-bearing gravel at the 
bc.ttom.of the well. The success of 
this well proves again the fact that 
there is a heavy water-bearing strata 
lying beneath Covina and immediate 
vicinity. The name "contractors on the 
Kendall well recently finished one 
for the city located in the rear of 
city hall, and which is pumping one 
hundred inches. 


Kendall owns eighteen acres on 


the site of the well and twelve acres 
on the south side of Badillo street in 
that vicinity, and will be able to am- 
ply care for the water needs of these 
properties from his new well.

Higher; Pro-Rate 


Excellerated 


Ranchers thruout southern 


California have reason to ex- 
press optimism this week, with 
the average f.o.b. prices on or- 
anges and lemons higher than 
hi the last four years of the in- 
dustrv, W. M. Griswold, man- 
ager of the Covina Fruit Ex- 
change, said. 


Official releases of the price range 


on Wednesday in New York placed 
oranges graded above choice at $3.45 
to $4.80, with the range somewhat 
less in other markets. There has 
been some decay in shipments, but 
not of an alarming amount. This is 
due to the thin rind this year, ship- 
pers said. There is also some wast- 
age rhovdng up in the orchards, but 
generally, .ihecrop , is:, m^ejcnellent 
condition And fruit is arriving in a 
very marketable condition. 


The prol-rate for the Covina Fruit 


Exchange was eighteen cars last 
week, and will be twenty-three cars 
for the coming week. The local ex- 
change estimates that there are 385 
cars to go thru their organization 
between now and November. This is 
the fruit from the Covina Citrus as- 
sociation and the Covina Orange 
Growers association, which approxi- 
mately fifty per cent of the amount 
in the immediate valley. Mr. Gris- 
wold says that the market is firm, 
and that it will get stronger as the 
peak of the deciduous crop is reach- 
ed in the middle west and east. 


Henry Damerel reported that the 


Damerel-Allison company is ship- 
ping up to the pro-rate, and that 125 
cars more than last week will be 
shipped by all sources in California 
during the coming week. The Ex- 
change sold 250 more cars in the 
market last week than were shipped 
from California, it was stated. 


T. H. Powell, general manager, re- 


ported at the Wednesday meeting of 
the Exchange that oranges, lemons 
and grapefruit had returned $2,345,- 
000 to the growers of the state last 
week.

Many or- 
chardists gave records of 120 be- 
neath the citrus trees, end tests of 
thermometers in. the unshaded sun 
went to the top of the'glass.

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When Summer Comes— 


Weather bureau experts searched their rec- 


ords during the past week, and decided that 
last Friday was the hottest day ever experi- 
enced in southern California, unless unofficial 
readings for July of 1917 were considered. 


We have had days in September in other 


years that came close to the record'"of last 
week, and,September heat is always lacking 


~ in humidity. We had some moisture with the 


heat of the past ten days. Storm-clouds hov- 
ered over the mountains, and thunder show- 
ers were experienced at Arrowhead, Big Bear 
lake and Big Pine camp. But the humidity 
was nothing like what it is in the middle west 
when high temperatures come, and we were 
able to bear the intense heat without great 
danger of prostration. 


But it was 116 under the Covina awnings 


on the main street last Friday, and 96 for five 
hours in the office of Constable Pearson in 
the Argus building. The constable remarked 
that if it kept up, summer might be expected 
to get into full swing almost any time. In fact, 
most of us admitted it to be hot. 


One workman on the SERA in Covina keel- 


ed over on Friday, and nearly all of the or- 
ange pickers left the groves at noon. Picking 
was resumed at five o'clock in the morning, 
and this has been the method of working the 
orchards during the last several days. 


A feature that makes the weather some- 


what unusual has been the fact that for nearly 


,fj~L jveek the ^temperatures at night have not 


'tqTTpn below'seventyy wHIcrfifieans that it has 
been good arid hot all night long. Asked to 
describe what she used for sleeping garments 
these days, the young lady said it is impossible 
to describe what does not exist. 


There are two kinds of California weather 


—splendid and unusual. We must fall back on 
the old statement that we are better off here 
than anywhere we can think of in America— 
and that's the truth. 


Protect the Watersheds 
or Else Move On— 


Fire-swept areas, amounting to several 


thousand acres in the region of the Arroyo 
Seco this week, still burning sullenly in 
pocket canyons, bring the lesson to us again 
that our stay on the Pacific coastal plain is 
to be short, unless we can find a way to pro- 
tect the watersheds. 


Civilization was foix-ed to move on and out 


of Mesopotamia; out of great regions of China; 
out of the lands of the Incas, the Toltecs and 
the Aztecs, because droughts came, the rivers 
dried up permanently, and this was caused 
by the denudation of the forests by fire and 
by human plunder. 


Birds and animals befoul their nests and 


solve the situation by moving on to a fresher 
place, and humans have not greatly improved 
011 this primitive method. We theorize to the 
effect that man has brains, and that he can 
live better and longer by planning and by 
taking thought, instead of acting as do the 
lower forms of life. And this is true to a cer- 
tain extent, but still man continues to befoul 
his nest, and still he continues to destroy and 
ruin,. and still he moves on. But where to 
move to is rapidly coming to be one of the 
problems of present-day civilization. 


In order to protect the watersheds and save 


southern California from the fate of Mesopo- 
tamia, we must quit our attempts to sohv this 
problem by eating turkey at a banque/t'where 
it seems so easy to evolve a satisfactory jplan 
that immediately is proven absurd when these 
banqueteers are taken up on a mountain-top 
and shown the actual conditions. We can 
solve it, but we can't do it by any of the meth- 
ods that have been so far suggested, or by 
any of the half-way, palliative, tentative and 
abortive attempts of the past. Either we are 
men, or we are birds and animals, and will 
ruin what we have, and move on, providing 
we can find a place to which to move. 


This would be a good time in California his- 


tory to re-read J. G. Holland's poem known to 
generations of the past, titled: "God Give Us 
Men." 
We are suffering acutely from a bank- 


ruptcy in leadership. 


In the midst of all this talk of Communism, a

The school system, 
of course, is just a part of another system, 
and there must be reform, and speedily, or 
there will be trouble on a scale that we can- 
not hope to subdue with bayonets. 


There is a certain stupid group with the 


mentality of the white rhinoceros that keeps 
up a continual cry against what they say is a 
swing to Communism in the colleges. What 
can they expect? But-it isn't Communism 
that is being studied and flirted with by the 
young man and woman in America today. It 
is Americanism, their own particular prob- 
lems in Americanism, which means that they 
want to know how they are going to eat, 
whether or not they are going to be privileged 
to marry; what the future holds for them, if 
anything.

The Ocean for All— 


There were five hundred thousand people 


who swarmed to the beaches last Sunday, 
driven coastward by the great wave of heat 
that settled over the inland cities and towns. 


So great was the congestion at some beaches 


that the crowds began to overflow onto the 
privately-owned beach of the Rindge estate, 
and armed guards in the employ of that ranch 
forced them back. 


Authorities versed in the laws of civilized 


countries have said that the United States is 
the only country where portions of the ocean 
beach frontage are held by private individ- 
uals. It has been accepted from the first in 
Europe and Asia that beaches belong to the 
people and are controlled, leased for dockage, 
etc., 
by the government—never owned pri- 


vately. 


Perhaps we must learn belatedly that pub- 


lic welfare must come before property rights 
in this question of beach frontage. What 
would happen if all ocean frontage contin- 
uously along the coast-lines of our oceans had 
been taken and claimed privately? Would 
\ve be paying toll to get in or out of the 
country?

COURT PROCEDURE CRITICIZED 


BY JUDGE BEN B. LINDSEY 
•$— 


Although coming at the end of a 


day of oppressive heat, with the 
auditorium still pulsing with warm 
air, over a hundred men and wo- 
men of the Covina valley heard 
Judge Ben B. Lindsey, noted orig- 
inator of the juvenile court in Amer- 
ica, talk on "The New Deal and the 
Courts" at Covina high school Mon- 
day evening. 


The talk did not prove to be any- 


thing 
connected 
with 
President 


Roosevelt's New Deal, but was a 
revelation of conditions existing in 
all of the courts of the land today, 
and the crying need for reform of 
procedure. Judge Lindsey did not 
at any time attack any individual, 
but inveighed against "the system" 
which in many instances makes our 
boast of justice idle. 


"Human rights above property 


rights" is the keynote of Judge Lind- 
sey's campaign. He revealed that he 
has been assured by the present oc- 
cupant of the juvenile court that in 
the event Judge Lindsey is elected 
he will be assigned to the juvenile 
court, a place which he occupied for 
twenty-seven years in Denver, and 
which position was originated by 
him. It seems incredible today to be 
reminded that prior to Judge Lind- 
sey's establishment of the juvenile 
court there was no such court in 
America, and delinquent or unfor- 
tunate children were run thru the 
implacable mill of the courts without 
any special attention or safeguards 
as to their rights. 


Judge Lindsey has been one of the 


most bitterly-fought public officials 
in American history. All of the sin- 
ister forces of intrenched special 
privilege in Colorado fought him 
with every weapon at their com- 
mand. He sent many grafting politi- 
both the Republican and Democratic 
parties in that state. He was liter- 
ally driven from the state by the 
great mine and mill forces that held 
the state of Colorado in their grasp. 
Judge Lindsey has been practicing 
law in Los Angeles for seven years. 


The judge outlined the changes 


that have come in court procedure 
and spoke of the changes to come. 
He rehearsed a particular case in the 
Los Angeles courts, which he declar- 
ed was typical, in which a man with 
a wife and five children was sent to 
the penitentiary for two years be- 
cause he got $50 from a bank in 
which he had no funds, at a time 
when another bank in which he had 
$2000 had closed and sunk all of his 
savings. This act was a wrong againsl 
society, Judge Lindsey admitted, and 


must be meted ou 
Iviauals who steal, no 
" matter what the cause. But this 


case was dragged thru two courts, 
was tried by two juries, and finally 
cost the county very close to $10,000 
in court costs. The man will spend 
two years in prison at the expense of 
the people, and in the meantime his

wife and children must be supported 
on the charity rolls. 


Judge Lindsey pointed out that 


there are eighty superior court and 
municipal court judges in Los An- 
leles county alone, all drawing $7500 
and $10,000 a year. This is more 
han twice as many judges as there 
are in all of the island of England, 


said. There are 2,400,000 people 


m Los Angeles county and 60,000,000 
people in England. The judge de- 
clared that with a reversal of the 
system of putting property rights 
above human rights would result in 
cutting this number of judges down 


twenty in Los Angeles 


Voters of the consolidated El Monte 


township, at the primaries on Aug- 
ust 28, will be called upon to select 
as their candidate at the November 
election a man to preside over the 
justice court for the ensuing term. 
The duties of the justice cf the 
peace, beginning with the consoli- 
dation date on January 1, 1935, will 
be greater and more responsible 
than ever before. Not only is the 
justice of the peace required to give 
impartial hearing to those cases 
which come before him while sit- 
ting on the bench, but to act in an 
advisory capacity to those who may 
contemplate court action and who 
may save the publicity of a public 
trial if a settlement is made out of 
court.

Walnut Harvest 


Will Be Earlier 


Than Average 


The degree of maturity apparent 


in walnuts in all parts of Los An- 
geles county indicates a very early 
harvest season, according to M. H. 
Kimball, assistant farm advisor in 
Los Angeles county. As early as 
July 1 budded walnuts were found 
in nearly all parts of the county with 
kernels completely filled and all 
"jelly" gone. At the present time 
only a few Eurehas and some of the 
latest bloom on Placentias or seed- 
lings can be found to contain any 
unsolidified kernel material. 


This undoubtedly means a very 


early harvest, probably fully as early 
as that cf 1932. During that season 
some of the earliest seedling trees 
had walnuts ready for harvest on 
July 26 and 27. Budded orchards

Citrus growers can many times 


effect a considerable saving in the 
purchase of their organic fertilizers 
if they keep in mind one or two 
salient poh.ts, declares W. H. Wil- 
liam of the county farm advisory 
board. 


In purchasing any form of organic 


material to apply as a fertilizer only, 
two things have been found to be 
deserving of consideration. One of 
these is the amount of nitrogen pre- 
sent. 
It is a necessary fertilizer 


readily used by plants and the most 
quickly depleted of our fertilizing 
materials. 


The other thing of value is the or- 


ganic matter present in the material 
purchased. 
Organic matter is a 


source of nitrogen, phosphorus, pot- 
ash, calcium, iron, and all other min- 
erals that are used by plants in their 
growth. 


Organic matter also acts as a food 


for the beneficial bacterial life of the 
soil and in decomposing produces 
certain compounds that assist in dis- 
solving the minerals of the soil. 


Allowing $2 per unit or per cent 


for nitrogen and five cents per unit 
for organic matter, various sources 
of material can be compared as to 
their value: 


Manure: Per to price paid, $2.50; 


nitrogen content, 3,if/r ($1.50); or- 
ganic matter, 30';i ($1.50); actual 
value to grower, $3.CO. 


Other organic: Per ton price paid,

He was in the lumber- 
ing business in Wisconsin, cutting 
timber and rafting logs in the pine 
woods in the days when that state 
was at its heighth of activi^ in fell- 
ing the forests. 


He left his position in the mills to 


come to Covina, and purchased the 
twenty acres at the corner of Cy- 
press and Citrus avenue, where he 
pioneered in the days before the 
water was brought by ditch from the 
San Gabriel canyon. This property 
he acquired from C. Vaughn, an- 
other early pioneer. The elder Gris- 
wold was a factor in all of the early 
development, serving as one of the 
directors on the old ditch company, 
and for the Contract Water company 
and Covina Irrigating company. He 
was one of the small group that or- 
ganized to bring the first water to 
the lower valley. 


The elder Griswold was postmas- 


ter in Covina from 1900 to 1904, re- 
ceiving his appointment -from a Re- 
publican president. In the early days 
he was one of the few Republicans 
in the valley, the greater portion of 
the citizens being Democratic at that 
time. 


Mr. Griswold's wife died March 


31, 1928, and lies beside him in the 
family plot in Oakdale cemetery. In 
Mountain View cemetery, the old 
burial ground on the hill at the head 
of North Citrus avenue, Mr. Gris- 
wold's father and mother, Chester 
and Paulina, are buried, as is also 
his brother, Eugene C. Griswold. His 
parents died in 1880, a year after 
they had arrived with him from the 
east, and his brother died twelve 
years ago. 


FIFTY-YEAR BUTTON 


One of the last important occasions 


foi him in Masonic circles, and one 
which was a coveted milestone in his 
life, was that of the presentation to 
him of the grand lodge gold button, 
signifying that he had completed 
fifty years in Masonry. This came on 
Friday night of January 10, 1930, 
when he was nearing ninety-two 
years old, and it took place at a 
joint installation of the Blue Lodge 
and Knights Templar.
